Two  years  before  his  retirement, 
Washington  made  a  speech  to  Con¬ 
gress  in  relation  to  both  foreign 
and  domestic  affairs,  which  closed 
with  these  impressive  words : 

“Let  us  unite  in  imploring  the 
^  Supreme  Ruler  of  nations  to  spread 
his  holy  protection  over  these  Uni¬ 
ted  States ;  to  turn  the  machina¬ 
tions  of  the  wicked  to  the  confirm¬ 
ing  of  oar  Constitution  ;  to  enable 
ns  at  all  times  to  root  out  internal 
sedition,  and  to  put  invasion  to 
flight ;  to  perpetuate  to  our  oountrv 
that  prosperity  which  His  good¬ 
ness  has  already  conferred ;  and  to 
verify  the  anticipations  of  this 
government  being'  a  safeguard  to 
human  rights. 

One  of  the  principal  safeguards 

ia  security. 

liberty  and  the  republic,  which 
Washington  enjoined  upon  his 
countrymen  was  the  preservation 
of  the  public  credit  and  the  shun¬ 
ning  of  a.pnblic  debt.  Upon  these 
points  he  warned  the  people,  in 
his  Farewell  Address,  “not  only 
by  shunning  occasions  of  expense, 
but  by  vigorous  exertions  in  time 
of  peaoe  to  discharge  the  debts 
which  unavoidable  wars  may  have 
occasioned,  not  ungenerously 
throwing  upon  posterity  Sue  bur¬ 
den  which  we  ourselves  ought  to 
bear.”  *  While  he  recommended 
taxes  and  revenues  for  means  of 
payment,  it  should  be  noted  he 
never  advised  funding  a  debt  into 
bonds — a  system  manifestly  sub¬ 
versive  of  liberty  and  human  rights. 

At  this  precarious  crisis  in  our 
eountry’s  history,  when  it  is  seri¬ 
ously  proposed  by  the  political 
leaders  of  a  dominant  party  to  re¬ 
tain  power  and  patronage  by  re¬ 
jecting  a  President  to  a  third  term 
of  office,  Washington’s  words  and 
example %ught  to  appeal,  with  pe¬ 
culiar  force,  to  his  countrymen  at 
this  time.  The  opening  paragraph 
in  his  Farewell  ^ddrees  is  in  these 
words  :
